Again Travel to Oxford

Following a wartime lapse, the 
Rhodes Scholarship Foundation is 
once again sending outstanding 
Canadian students to Oxford. Mc- 
Gill It represented .in the first 
postwar election by Alistair ' Gilles- 
pie and James Paterson, two young 
men who arc certain,' to, enhance 
the already good ' répù.tatfon' en- 
joyed by this University' . in the 
United Kingdom. / 

Alistatr Gillespie, Rhodes Scholar 
for British Columbia; is from Vic- 
toria, and was in engineering at the 
University ; .of British v Columbia 
prior to entering the Fleet Air Arm. 
Upon his discharge, Gillespie 
stopped at universities on his way 
west Feeling that people in the 
West tend to be too dogmatic about 
the East - and interested in the 
opportunities for observing both 
races, ' he entered the School 'of 
Commerce at McGill. While Gilles- 
pie gives his major attention to his 
studies, he also finds time to take 
an active interest in athletics. 

James Paterson is one ot the most 
prominent individuals on the Mc- 
Gill campus: A graduate of Selwyn 



House School, he attended Trinity 
College tor a time, leaving to enter 
the Naval College with the second 
highest, examination standing in 
Canada. Pneumonia put an end to 
Paterson's. naval career, whereupon 
he Joined the Operations D«part- 
mcnt ot British Overseas Airways 
Corporation, serving in Bermuda, 
Newfoundland, and Baltimore, U.S. 
A. He came to McGill In the fall 
of 1945; His major interest is poiu 
tics, and the McGill Liberal Club 
has profited Jby his able leadership. 
Although no follower ot any doc- 
trinaire approach, Paterson believes 
thttt the tolerant approach of |Slr 
Wilfrid Laurier in trying to bridge 
the gap faetweieii two races is) an 
ideal for Canadians to follow. 

Both Paterson and Gillespie in- 
tend to take Modern Greats at Ox- 
tord, and both look forward to 
spending considerable 'time on the 
continent. In addition, Paterson is 
keenly interested in obtaining a 
first-hand view ot the social experi- 
ment ot the British Labour Govern- 
ment in action.

Novelist. Cites 
Local Trend 
In Literature

On Tuesday evening, Dr. Hugh 
MacLennan, Canadian novelist, 
spoke to an audience of about 100 
students at the meeting of the Eng- 
lish Literature Society: Having been 
presented beforehand with several 
questions with which to lead dis- 
cussion. Dr. MacLennan gave no 
prepared speech, but answered and 
discussed these questions with the 
students in an informal manner. 

One of the most interesting sub- 
jects dealt with the trend ot con- 
temporary novel writing in Can- 
ada. Dr. MacLennan's opinion was 
that there is definitely "a move- 
ment towards Canadian self-con- 
sciousness," in that Canadians.; are 
realizing ever to a greater'^ extent' 
how much difference there is be- 
tween their country and the United 
States. With this realization there 
is coming a better quality .of writ- 
ing and a greater appreciation ot 
Canadian writers. The trend of the 
writing itself' is natlonallstle. 

Novel-writing, as any 'other art 
must be done on a 'selective basis. 
In creating characters the novelist, 
to quote Dr. MacLennan, is neither 
a reporter nor a sociologist; — he 
must blend imagination and fact, 
and through the selective process, 
make his work personal 

As to the question ot the impor- 
tance of a message in a modem 
novel. Dr. MacLennan believes that 
a message, or propaganda, as he 
called it destroys any pretensions 
to art it it is the primary aim ot 
the novel. It should definitely be 
subordhiated to the art 

Several ' other questions were 
brought, up and discussed .with the 
author, bringing to ■ an .' end Uils 
quite informal and highly interest- 
ing meeting.

"Tht 
extraordinary Mr. Primrose"— as 
critic Olin Downes of the New 
York Times calls him— ^s l)ora 
in Glasgow, Scotland. The violin, 
not the viola, was his first instru- 
ment and he was only ten when ht 
made a first public appearance^ 
playing' the' Mendelssohn Violis 
Concerto. At sixteen Landon Ron* 
aid heard him and was so Impreu- 
ed that he ' arranged for the Cor- 
poration ot the City ot London to 
finance Primrose's education at tha 
Guildhalt-Sehool of Music of which 
Ronald. wasNhen prlncipaL In 1023 
Primrose ' made his London debut, 
playing with the Royal Albert Hall 
Orchestra.. 

All this time, however, Primresa 
nourished a passion tor the violin's 
bigger contralto sister— the viola. 
It was the great violinist Ysaye who 
finally brought matters to a head. 
He heard Primrose' play the viola, 
agreed that he had a special' apti- 
tude for. the instrument, and en- 
couraged him to follow his heart's 
desire. 

His new career began almost 
immediately with a cabled invita- 
tion from the London String Quar- 
tet Primrose remained with the 
quartet from 1830 until IB3S. During 
that time he toured Europe, South 
America and the United States. In 
1937, Primrose came to tht United 
States, this time to stay permanent- 
ly in America, and tor five full 
fascinating years remained with the 
NBC Symphony Orchestra under 
Toscanlnl, at the same time dipping 
into the field of solo performance.

A récent proposal by the President of the 
University of Nevk* Mexico concerning the ealàb- 
lithmènt of collège ^cHoUrships provides much 
food for thought that might be digested in 
Canada. Under this educator's scheme, it it 
suggested that that the United States Govern- 
ment establish 27.5,000 university scholarships 
for every one of the 276,000 Americans who lost 
their lives in World War II. 

Each scholarship woujd bear the name of 
the'soldier, tailor, niârinè or Coast Guardsman 
in whose memorj' it was established, and the 
plan envisaged that the benefits would be the 
same as those for veterans now attending col- 
lege under the American GI Bill of Rights. Ad- 
mittedly, the cost« of Such a project would be 
«ubitàntial— it it estittaatéd that it would in- 
vftlvè an èxpendilure of something close to one 
billion dollars if put into operation in the United 
Stateii; but certainly it forms a tribute more 
fitting to a "lost generation" than massive slabs 
of tharblé and granite placed in some park. 

Above all else, however, it draws attention 
to an ever-present maladjustment in our exist- 
ing educational frame-work— the fact that a 
large number of potential college students are 
prevented from receiving the benefits of a uni- 
versity training because of no other reason thàn 
a lack of sufficient financial resources. In the 
vast majority of cases, the student has abso- 
lutely no control ^ver this circumstance so that 
there is no criterion of justice by which a capable 
boy or girl is barred from a higher education 
làèreiy by chance of birth. 

The need for additional university scholar- 
. ships is far from a new one. Rather, it has been 
intensified by the technioal advances rèsulting 
from War research necessitating a greater num- 
h»r of physical scientists and the conoomitartt 
iftefeakfe In demnad for îkillèd griduitei In the 
Melil sciences. Obviously, the major source of 
lueh financiàl askistàncè must be the federal 
government. 

Ottawa has acted to a certain extent on the 
problem and under existing Dominion-Provincial 
arrangements, applicants who can show that it 
would be financially impossible for them to at- 
tènd collège without some assistance may re- 
ceive at least part of the required monetary aid. 
In addition, of courte, there are the provisioni 
of the Rehabilitation Aefc which permit lome- 
■ thing like 36,000 vétérans to attend univeriitiei. 
The number of ditcharged service men talcing 
advantage of this icheme should afford ample 
indication that there are at least tume oppor- 
tunity. . 

The dramatic ttimulus of establiihing aohol- 
arships in thé memory of every tèrvicemen 
killed during the War should bè sufficient to 
overcome in nart the cost bhjértîon. It is not a 
cash outlay that will never be rptiiitieii— it !« an 
invéstment in the future of Canada, an invest- 
ment m citiièns of torànrrow. It is A gilt-edged 
bond th4t will mâture through thé efforta of 
ènhanced èkillt and tèchniquèi of à newly ''found 
generation."— H£.

In view ol thé recent eôntroversy 
between the Québéc Censor Bbard 
and the French ambusador to 
Canada, 1 feel that certain com- 
ments from open minded French- 
Canadians are necessary. I am Just 
as much, of a French-Canadian as 
those who have , voiced their dis- 
appolntiinenC with the French Am- 
bassador, since I am a dirèct 
descendant of Antoine blonne who 
first ctme to Canada tomeiime 
before IMO. A French-Canadian 
daily newspaper, Montreal's "Le 
Matin", published an editorial, Mon- 
day morning, pretending to speak 
for French-Canada on that matter, 
and has done a very good Job in 
representing us at a backward 
group I of people, living outtide à 
modern world, with a medieval 
mind. 

That time type 6f newtpapcr as 
well IS many other Frénch- 
Cthadian newspapers which rep- 
resent the voice of tha Roman 
hierarchy in thit province are 
responsible for giving the French- 
Canadians a bad name during the 
war. They told thétn' Indirectly not 
to Join the irmy, and especially 
after the fall ot France they did 
not consider It our war any longer. 
Many of us, loyal French-Canadians, 
are ashamed ot their unpatriotic 
actions, their war record in gen- 
eral, 'and do not wish to be Iden- 
tified with them. 

That newspaper goes on lo say, 
hypocritically, that they are very 
impressed and love British ideas 
and diplomacy. But it thèy do, why 
do they and the interests Jhey. rep- 
resent object, or at least make it 
almost impossible for French- 
Canadians who live in rural dist- 
ricts and even in certain urban 
districts, lo learn lo speak Eng- 
lish? I can speak *s an authority 
on thit subject, because I am orig- 
inally from St-Denis, Kamouraska 
Co. (between RIvitre-du-Loup and 
Quebec) where thè school commis- 
sion is directly under the parish 
priest's influencé and no English 
is taught in public achools. Last 
year when I vièitéd my parents 
who are itill living there, I wal 
introduced to leading personalities 
In thè' village; though I told thert 
I had been overseas for five years, 
they ridiculed me because I spokè 
French with a slight English accent. 
When I told the ' parUh priest as 
weir as my sister, who is a nun, 
that I was coming lo McGill Uni- 
versity they shuddered at the idea 
—a terrible thing to comé to an 
English-speaking university, learn 
English culturé, English ideas, etc., 
etc. 

Many of us, Frénch-Canadians, 
especially veterans, do come to 
McGill University because the peo 
pie who run our own French-Can- 
adian universities are, in the main, 
of the same type as those who 
made up the censor board in Que 
bee. They will not giv^ us as 
broad and unbiased an education as 
wt désire. It Is well known that 
they hive selected readings, to say 
nothing of their other cimouflag- 
ed reatricliont, and that absolute 
philosophy which can never be 
questioned. Since they are thè.ab- 
solute power they ask the question 
and supply the snswér. That saipc 
editorial goèt on to lay thit iineé 
Voltaire, France hat produced noth- 
ing great, the peak ot thit decline 
,is in modern France. He has no 

use for the French ot "Thorez 
Blum . . . etc." I do not doubt 
that he would prefer the France 
of Marshal Pefain, since, his type 
did not wint to continué the war 
after the betrayal of France In 
1940.

underground movements lead by 
pèople having the tame convictions 
at Thorez, Blum, aiid many others. 

Finally, he concludes by saying 
that "Quebec can continue to be 
happy without France of to-day." 
That statement Is undoubtedly In- 
spired by that tame group who 
have alwayt oppoted progrettlve 
Ideas In thit province, and conse- 
quently our educational system is 
backward because it is léad by 
them, and our standard of living 
far below that ot the rest of Can- 
ada generally. It it a mistake to 
think thit those interests that 
favour the supression of French- 
Canadians, both culturally and 
economically, can keep their rot- 
ten curtain around us for ever. 

If such actions are allowed to 
continue, Québec will become a 
land of extremes with the open- 
miaded French • Canadians ' taking 
up thé fight for freedom ot idèat 
and expreislon against the re-act- 
ionaries who hide .behind that out 
ot date force which originated with 
the decay of the Roman Empire. 
French - Cinidians, no less than 
any other people, must develop 
thé "world" .outlook— no country 
in the world today can say, or 
should say. that the can live in 
itolation, even culturally. "Le 
Matln't éditorial directly contra- 
dicts the spirit and alms of the "At- 
lantic Charter", which all demo- 
cratically minded people look lo 
for inspiraUon. French-Canada to- 
day can benefit greatly from such 
post-Voltaireant at Rouiseau.

Abolition of Boxing Unnecessary 
Is ClaimofMcGillDailyReporter

A resent article by Andy O'Brien 
la l%a Standard about baxing has 
braught a great deal of attention 
to the physical and mental condi- 
tions of many professional and 
amateur pugilist He claimed that 
boxing is causing many fatalities, 
is maiming a great number of men 
for life, and that the sport is swarm- 
ing with gamblers and other un- 
desirable characters of all sorts. 
The conclusion drawn is that box- 
ing should be banished for all 
time. • 

tills is a rather drastic s'lep, re- 
sembling the ancient practice of 
cutting off the foot because a toe 
IS infected.. Granted thé situation 
is bad, but doés not mean .th*t it 
éatinot be improved.'for boxing has 
stood on its own merits for a good 
many more centuries than we can 
remember. 

Funeh-Drunk Protection 

A bèxèr who has absorbed a few 
too many punches is often referred 
to as being "punchy" or "punch 
drunk" by followers of the sport. 
This is a condition which is con- 
tracted by a boxer after he has 
been battered about the noggin for 
a year or two, rendering his thought 
and speech more than somewhat 
incohérent A përson who IS 



"punchy* is definitely not normal 
and should not be allowed to take 
part In any spart which involves 
bedlly conUct. for his thought and 
coordination are below normal. This 
dees not mean, however, that box- 
ing should be aboilshed because a 
number of boxera are "punch- 
drunk". 

Any sport or profession \M>ich 
réndérs a man incapable of sup- 
porting, himself need .not.be abol- 
ished. It would be better, If the 
profession is honest and produc- 
tive, to take precautions to prevent 
such Irreparable injury, , and this, 
can be done for boxing. All that is 
necessary to prevent a man from 
becdming "punchy" is to give him 
a brief psycho-analysis two or 
three times a year. .When hé shows 
thé first siins of this condition, hè 
should bê barred from the aport 
until such time as he can cnce 
again assume a position where he 
is in complete control of his facul- 
ties. This would prevent serious 
damage to the fighters and would 
alto make it more ditticult for par- 
asitic .fight-managers to run wild 
through the earnings of their "pro- 
teges". ... 

MEDICAL CARE FOR BOXERS 
A proper physical examination 
before each fight would at the 
same time ensure that the boxer
